Counselor  to 
address  eating 
disorders 

At  least  ten  percent  of  college  women  suf- 
fer from  an  eating  disorder,  nearly  ninety  per- 
cent engage  in  disordered  eating,  and  sev- 
enty-five of  normal  weight  women  think  that 
they  are  overweight. 

These  alarming  figures  have  prompted  a 
national  Eating  Disorders  Awareness 
Week,  which  is  being  sponsored  on  our  cam- 
pus from  Monday,  February  23rc'  through 

Friday  the  28tn,  by  Counseling  Services  and 
Health  Services. 

The  theme  of  the  week  is  "Don't  weigh 
your  self-esteem,  It's  what's  inside  that 
counts."  The  week  kicks  off  with  Eating 
Disorders  Screenings  open  to  the  FSC 
community,  as  well  as  the  general  public. 
The    screenings    will    be    held    Monday, 

February  23rd  in  G04/05  in  Hammond  at 
three  times:  9:30am,  11:30am,  and  1:30pm. 


The  screenings  are  designed  to  anonymous- 
ly assess  an  individual's  attitudes  and 
behaviors  regarding  body  image  and  eating, 
and  to  see  if  further  evaluation  is  recom- 
mended. A  short  lecture  and  video  are  pro- 
vided. Additionally,  there  are  opportunities  to 
speak  privately  with  a  mental  health  profes- 
sional.

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Public  Safety 
to  appeal 
court  decision 

The  campus  police  are  in  the  process  of 
appealing  a  court  ruling  made  against  them; 
the  ruling  actively  prohibits  them  from  stopping 
motorists  on  public  roadways  both  in  and 
around  the  college  area. 

The  original  trial  stemmed  from  a  suit  filed 
by  Matthew  W.  Mullen  against  the  campus 
police  for  unlawful  arrest.  Mullen  was  stopped 
by  Officer  Robert  Harrington  at  3am  on 
November  18,  1993  for  alleged  failure  to  yield 
at  an  intersection.  The  stop  came  after 
Harrington's  cruiser  reportedly  swerved  to 
avoid  being  hit  by  Mullen's  car  which  was  exit- 
ing Authority  Drive.  Upon  evaluation,  Mullen, 
believed  to  be  under  the  influence  of  alcohol 
was  arrested  by  Harrington. 

Two  factors  helped  Mullen's  case  against 
the  campus  police.  The  first  was  that  Mullen 
was  stopped  two  feet  outside  the  campus  (out- 
side of  Harrington's  jurisdiction).  The  second 
source  of  controversy  lay  in  the  fact  that 
Harrington,  as  a  campus  police  officer,  was 
legally  classified  as  a  Special  State  Police 
Officer  and  accordingly  did  not  have  the 
authority  to  stop  motorists  on  public  roadways 
or  arrest  without  warrant. 

The  police  used  as  their  defense  the  rea- 
soning that  although  Mullen  was  technically 
stopped  outside  of  campus,  the  incident  for 
which  he  was  stopped  occurred  on  campus. 

The  campus  police  lost  the  initial  trial,  as 
well  as  an  appeal.  The  department  may  have 
accepted  this  ruling  if  not  for  the  case  of 
Commonwealth  vs.  Baez.  The  Baez  case 
involved  a  deputy  sheriff,  also  given  "Special" 
classification,  who  after  stopping  a  motorist  for 
a  civil  motor  vehicle  infraction,  found  the  drive 
to  have  been  operating  with  a  revoked  license 
and  arrested  him.  The  sheriff  was  sued  on  the 
same  grounds  as  the  campus  police  officer, 
but  won  the  suit. 

Though  a  successful  appeal  would  not 
affect  Mullen,  it  would  give  campus  police  the 
power  to  stop  potentially  dangerous  motorists 
instead  of  waiting  for  the  city  police  to  respond. 
Until  a  decision  is  reached  however,  they  must 
rely  on  a  system  of  deputization  (radio  consent 
from  local  police)  in  order  to  stop  motorists. 
Although  an  appeal  date  has  not  yet  been  set, 
the  campus  police  are  hopeful  that  they  will  tri- 
umph this  time  .

Opening  performance  Tonight 


Thornwood  opens  tonight,  February  18  in 
Percival  Auditorium  at  8  pm.  The  play  will 
run  Wednesday  to  Saturday  for  three  con- 
secutive weeks.  The  understudy  cast  will  be 
performing  the  play  during  Saturday  mati- 
nees each  week  at  3  pm. 

The  play  examines  the  relationship 
between  a  teacher,  Mr.  Thornwood,  and  his 
high  school  class  of  apathetic  students  to 
whom  he  is  trying  to  teach  Hamlet.  Dr. 
Taylor,  the  school  principle,  has  tucked 
Thornwood  and  his  lackluster  students  away 
in  a  dark  basement  classroom  marred  by 
graffiti  and  networked  by  loud  pipes. 
Disapproving  of  Thomwood's  explosive 
teaching  style,  she  endeavors  to  force  this 
tenured  teacher  into  quitting.  Yet,  through  it 
all.  Thornwood  is  determined  to  demonstrate 


the  power  of  this  Shakespearean  classic  to 
his  students  and  show  them  how  it  reflects 
their  own  lives. 

Director  Kelly  Morgan  characterizes  the 
play  as  a  "tragic  comedy"  in  that  it  addresses 
several  serious  issues,  but  conveys  them  in  a 
humorous  way. 

Tickets  can  be  purchased  at  the 
Information  desk  in  the  M&M  Lounge  or  at 
the  door  for  $4  for  students,  $3  for  high 
school  students,  and  $7  for  general  admis- 
sion.

Mundowa  is  remembered  by  many  as  "a 
friendly,  outgoing  women  who  did  everything 
right;"  and  those  who  remember  her  would 
like  to  be  able  to  give  something  back  to  this 
kind,  courageous  woman.  A  neighbor, 
Kathleen  DiRusso,  is  coordinating  the  effort 
to  raise  the  funds  needed. 

Monica  Kananga  Mundowa  leaves  her 
husband,  Peter  Mundowa,  also  from 
Zimbabwe,  their  four  children,  and  many 
friends.

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Consider  your  parking  ticket  a  donation 


Everyday  I  walk  through  campus  and  see 
something  possibly  not  noticed  by  most  peo- 
ple. A  good  percent  of  the  cars  are  decorat- 
ed with  parking  tickets.  Last  year,  I  received 
about  five  or  six  parking  tickets  for  dumb  little 
things  like  parking  in  a  lot  after  8am  and  park- 
ing too  close  to  the  street.  After  I  wrote  all 
those  checks  and  sent  them  off  to  Public 
Safety,  I  wondered  where  all  my  money  was 
going.  So,  I  decided  to  investigate  where  and 
to  whom  my  hard  earned  cash  was  going. 

My  investigation  looks  into  a  problem  that 
has  been  plaguing  this  school  for  some  time: 
parking.  In  researching  this  problem,  my 
main  concern  was  parking  tickets.  Who 
issues  these  tickets,  how  many  are  passed 
out  on  a  daily  basis  as  well  as  on  a  yearly 
basis,  and  finally,  where  does  all  that  money 

go? 

I  realized  that  there  were  going  to  be  two 
avenues  of  approach  toward  this  report.  The 
first  was  that  I  had  to  find  out  how  many  tick- 
ets are  issued  in  a  day  and  then  in  a  year.  To 
investigate,  I  interviewed  the  parking  clerk  in 


the  Public  Safety  office.  She  was  very  help- 
ful in  showing  me  the  amount  of  tickets 
passed  out  over  the  years. 

She  had  a  graph  that  showed  from  1992 


to  the  present,  and  over  the  years,  the  num- 
bers have  bardly  changed.  About  4,300  tick- 
ets are  issued  a  year.    In  1992,  it  was  esti- 


mated at  about  4,494  and  in  1996,  it  was 
4,242.  The  parking  clerk  said  that  these 
numbers  will  probably  stay  at  this  average  for 
many  more  years.  There  were  no  documents 
to  support  how  many  tickets  are  issued  in  a 
single  day,  but  she  did  estimate  it  to  be  about 
fifty  or  sixty.  Of  course,  this  changes  accord- 
ing to  weather.  During  winter  vacation,  it  is 
low,  but  when  school  is  in  session  and  there

is  snow  on  the  ground,  the  amount  goes  up 
because  people  start  parking  too  far  into  the 
streets  and  cars  are  left  in  parking  lots  while 
they  are  being  plowed. 

If  a  ticket  is  not  paid  within  a  twenty-one 
day  period,  a  warning  is  sent  to  the  individual 
and  a  five-dollar  late  fee  is  added  to  the  orig- 
inal amount.  This  late  fee  does  not  increase 
like  city  parking  tick-

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Obituary  for 

President 

Hammond 


"A  good  father.  He  saw  the  need  of  his  chil- 
dren and  fulfilled  that  need,"  said  Linda 
Bowden,  a  speaker  at  the  January  28  memo- 
rial in  honor  of  former  FSC  President  James 
J.  Hammond.  In  his  more  that  fifty  years  of 
service  at  FSC,  Dr.  Hammond  was  a  father, 
teacher,  mentor  and  brother  to  those  whose 
lives  he  touched. 

Hammond's  career  began  in  1929  when 
he  enrolled  as  a  freshman  at  what  was  then 
called  Fitchburg  State  Teacher's  College. 

As  a  sophomore  he  became  the  captain  of 
the  school's  soccer  team  where,  according  to 
classmate  Donald  Guerren,  Hammond  would 
exemplied  the  importance  of  school  tradi- 
tions. As  a  senior  he  was  elected  class  pres- 
ident. Hammond  graduated  in  1934  with  a 
Bachelor's  Degree  in  Education. 

After  earning  a  second  B.A.,  and  a 
Master's  Degree  in  education  at  Harvard 
University,  Hammond  returned  to  FSC  in 
January  of  1947  to  serve  as  Chairman  of 
Industrial  Arts  and  acting  Dean.  On 
November  14, 1963,  Hammond  became  FSC 
President. 

In  his  twelve  years  as  president, 
Hammond  faced  many  challenges;  his  office 
fell  in  the  midst  of  the  Civil  Rights  movement, 
the  Vietnam  War  and  the  Kent  State  shoot- 
ings. It  was  a  time  of  turmoil  such  that,  as 
Hammond  stated   in  a  letter  to   President 


Richard  Nixon,  "college  campuses  reflect  a 
cancerous  affliction  caused  by  a  lack  of  trust 
or  identification  with  the  basic  principles  of 
America." 

Despite  "teach-ins,"  public  demonstra- 
tions, a  downtown  student  march,  and  a  law- 
suit over  an  article  published  in  FSC's  news- 
paper the  Cycle,  Hammond  who  was  stated 
to  be  "looking  for  the  best  answer  to  every 
problem"  managed  to  keep  the  campus  thriv- 
ing through  it  all. 

During  Hammond's  presidency,  enrollment 
more  than  tripled,  growing  from  1,000  to 
3,286  students.  The  campus  more  than  dou- 
bled from  its  previous  seven  to  sixteen  build- 
ings. Hammond  oversaw  construction  of  the 
Condike  Science  Building,  Conlon  Arts 
Building,  Holmes  Dining  Common,  the 
library/Student  Activities  Center  (his  name- 
sake), and  the  McKay  Campus  School  (an 
elementary  and  junior  high  school);  he  was 


there  for  the  birth  of  Aubuchon  Hall  and 
Russell  Towers  and  Elliot  field. 

His  presidency  ended  in  1975  when  he 
became  Chancellor  and  Commonwealth 
Professor  of  Massachusetts.  Hammond 
received  an  honorary  Doctorate  Degree  from 
FSC  and  in  1994  he  was  honored  with  the 
Distinguished  Alumni  Award. 

A  self-described  "Horatio  Alger  Story," 
Hammond's  name  will,  according  to  Donald 
Guerren  "not  only  be  reflected  in  [the 
Hammond  Building]  but  in  people's  minds." 
According  to  sources  at  the  funeral, 
Hammond  went  above  and  beyond  the  call  of 
duty.  According  to  one  source,  he  would 
secretly  pay  for  the  faculty  Christmas  party 
every  year  when  there  was  no  money  allo- 
cated for  it  in  the  budget. 

The  ceremony  ended  with  the  simple 
statement,  "We  miss  you,  Jim."

Clearly  there  are  10,000  integers  in 
the  unit  column  and  1/1 0  or  1 000  of  them  are  ones.  the  ten  digit  column  will  have  1 0  zeros  fol- 
lowed by  10  ones  followed  by  1  0  twos  in  a  continuing  pattern  repeated  100  times.  thus,  there 
will  be  10(100)  or  1000  ones  in  the  ten  digit  column.  the  hundreds  column  will  have  100  zeros 
followed  by  1000  ones  in  the  hundreds  column.  the  pattern  repeated  10  times  yielding  100(10) 
or  1000  ones  in  the  hundreds  column.  the  thousands  column  will  have  1000  zeros  followed  by 
1000  ones  adding  another  1000  ones- to  the  total.  finally  the  last  column  yields  a  single  addi- 
tional one  for  a  grand  total  of  4001  ones.  try  to  write  out  the  column  a  little  bit  to  convince 
yourself  of  the  pattern.

ets  do.  A  notice  is  eventually  sent  to  the 
Registrar's  office  asking  them  to  prevent  that 
individual  from  registering  for  classes  the  fol- 
lowing semester.  Furthermore,  that  person 
cannot  renew  the  registration  on  his  or  her 
car  and  neither  can  his  or  her  parents  if  the 
car  is  under  their  names. 

After  conducting  my  interview  with  Public 
Safety,  they  sent  me  to  speak  with  the 
Treasury  office  to  discuss  where  all  that 
money  is  dispersed  across  campus.  The 
Treasury  office  recommended  that  I  talk  to 
someone  in  Budgeting  to  get  exact  esti- 
mates involving  the  money.  A  woman  in  the 
Budgeting  office,  Mary  Lynn,  happily  dis- 
cussed that  fact  that  most  of  the  $30,000  to 
$40,000  that  is  generated  each  year  from 
parking  tickets  is  sent  to  the  Financial  Aid 
office  where  it  is  converted  into  scholarship 
money.  The  more  tickets  that  are  handed 
out,  the  more  money  that  goes  to  the  fund. 


Some  examples  of  scholarships  that  are 
funded  by  parking  tickets  are  the  Martin 
Luther  King  Scholarship,  the  President's 
Scholarship,  and  athletic  scholarships. 
Moreover,  eleven  percent  of  the  yearly 
income  goes  to  administration  so  they  can 
pay  for  essentials  like  office  supplies.  Nine 
percent  goes  to  Public  Safety  so  that  they 
can  pay  for  gas  for  their  cars  and  buy  bikes 
for  the  roaming  officers.  Before  I  left  the 
Treasury  office,  they  did  tell  me  that  they  get 
two  percent  of  the  fees  since  they  handle  the 
money  before  it  is  sent  to  Financial  Aid. 

After  doing  this  investigation,  I  now  real- 
ize that  my  money  is  actually  being  put  to 
use  by  not  only  supporting  the  school  but 
also  by  funding  scholarships  that  help  stu- 
dents pay  for  school.  Of  course,  this  does 
not  mean  I  am  going  to  park  in  the  middle  of 
the  road  just  to  help  support  a  scholarship, 
at  least  not  intentionally.
